TO:  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 


Herewith  the  Annual  Report  for  1970. 

It  is  with  regret  that  I have  to  record  the  absence 
of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  tlirough  serious  illness  since 
May  1970,.  and  his  death  in  July  1971.  It  is  particularly  sad 
because  this  would  have  been  his  last  report  to  you  before  his 
retirement  in  May  1971 ^ and  I an  sure  he  vrould  have  had  a good 
deal  to  say  to  you  in  sunmating  his  work  in  this  district  over 
the  last  15  years. 

Dr  Robinson  was  devoted  to  the  population  of  the 
district,  particularly  to  the  children  and  his  services  will 
be  sadly  missed  by  many  of  then.  He  never  failed  to  give  help 
when  it  v/as  needed.  He  v/as  alvrays  concerned  about  housing  in. 
Netherfield  and  it  was  a great  pleasure  to  him  in  the  months 
before  he  died  to  see  the  wheels  set  in  notion  for  the 
General  Improvement  area  to  be  declared  in  that  part  of  the 
district. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  him  for  his  support  and 
encouragement  over  the  last  four  years. 

The  state  of  the  public  health  of  the  area  is  good 
and  conforms  to  the  requirements  of  the  Department  of  the 
Environment . 


The  estimated  mid-year  population  is  43,030,  an 
increase  of  390  since  19^9.  The  birth  rate  was  17.8  per  1,000 
population  and  the  death  rate  12.3  1,000  population. 

1970  saw  the  implementation  of  the  I969  Housing  Act, 
as  a consequence  of  which  there  has  been  a marked  increase  in 
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the  nunber  of  houses  In  the  area  v/hich  are  being  inproved  to  a 
reasonable  standard  of  fitness.  At  the  end  of  1970  the  machinery 
was  set  in  notion  for  the  local  authority  to  declare  a General 
Improvement  Area  in  Netherfield.  255  houses  in  the  area  of 
Godfrey  Street  and  Doabill  Street  are  involved.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  this  vdll  be  followed  vdthin  the  next  two  years  by  a 
Second  Area. 

" It  is  pleasing,  public  health  wise,  to  at  last  see 
progress  being  made  v/ith  regard  to  Netherfield  - an  area  which 
for  a long  tine  has  been  the  Cinderella  of  the  district. 

Another  concern  during  1970  has  been  the  Senior 
Citizens  of  the  district.  Old  age  brings  its  problems  of 
illness,  infirnity,  loneliness  and  problems  with  regard  to 
suitable  housing  accommodation.  Our  elderly  population  is 
living  longer  and  more  and  nox-e  people  now  need  ground  floor 
accommodation.  This  type  of  housing  is  not  easy  to  provide  in 
this  day  and  age,  in  a built-up  area  and  with  land  at  a premium, 
but  I consider  there  is  an  ever  increasing  need  for  it  and  of 
course  it  would  release  family  type  housing  for  the  younger 
generation. 


In  the  section  on  Vaccination  and  Ijvmunization, 

German  Measles  Va,ccina.tion  (Rubella)  is  recommended  for  the 
first  time.  The  effect  of  this  pi^occdurc  should  be  seen  in 
the  district  within  the  next  few  years  as  a lov/ering  of  the 
number  of  children  born  with  congenital  defects. 

Lastly  I would  record  my  thanks  to  the  Committee,  . 
to  the  Chief  Officers  of  the  Authority  and  to  the  staff  of  the 
Health  Department  for  their  help  and  co-operation  during  the  year.

Major  causes  of  death  are  still  Ischaemic  heart  disease, 
cancer,  and  cerebro -vascular  disease,  and  indeed  this  is  following 
the  National  trend.  One  of  the  deaths  from  ischaemic  heart  disease 
was  in  a man  of  32  years  of  age. 

The  deaths  from  cancer  have  increased  slov;ly  since  19^7 
- this  being  due  to  an  increase  in  the  number  of  people  over 
65  years  dying  from  cancer  of  the  intestine.  78if  people  attended 
the  prediagnostic  clinic  for  cancer  of  the  cervix  in  1970.  This 
clinic  is  held  fortnightly  under  the  auspices  of  the  County  Council. 
Still  more  members  of  the  female  population  need  to  be  persuaded  to 
avail  themselves  of  this  service.

When  an  expectant  mother  either  develops  German  Measles  or 
comes  into  contact  with  the  disease  during  the  early  part  of  the  pregnancy, 
there  is  a risk  of  congenital  defect  or  deformity  in  the  children,  in  the 
form  of  cardiac  lesions,  eye  defects,  ear  defects  and  also  mental 
subnormality. 


It  is  hoped  to  prevent  this  by  vaccinating  the  female 
population  before  they  reach  child  bearing  age. 
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This  vaccination  v/ill  be  offered  to  fenale  children  entering 
secortdary  schools  each  year. 


b.'qVg.  (tuberculosis)  V/CCIN/TION 

This  vaccine  is  offered  to  all  children  entering 
secondary  school  (i.e.  at  11  years).  . 

100  children  were  vaccinated  in  1970*  This  figure  is 
low  due  to  the  fact  that  the  Rubella  vaccinations  were  oocr'enced 
at  the  beginning  of  the  school  year  in  September  1970  and  most  of 
the  B.C.G.  Vaccinations  were  postponed  to  the  Spring  Tern  (i.e.  1971  )• 

In  the  school  year  September  1970  to  July  1971,  712 
children  were  offered  vaccination,  of  which  675  accepted.  Of  the 
675  children  Heaf  Tested,  5^  showed' a positive  reaction  and  as  a 
consequence  wore  chest  x-rayed.  No  case  of  tuberculosis  was  found. 

619  children  v;ere  negative  and  616  children  were  given  B.C.G. 

Vaccination.  (3  children  v/ere  absent  and  will  be  vaccinated  

next  year).

Mr  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  twenty-fifth  Annual 
Report,  which  deals  with  the  work  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors,  Meat  Inspector  and  Technical  Assistants  during  1970. 

The  Department  encountered  some  difficulty  as  regards  Staff 
during  part  of  the  year  owing  to  the  resignation  of  two  Public  Health 
Inspectors.  Mr  R.  '^Thitehall  left  the  service  of  the  Council  as  from 
the  1st  March  1970  and  this  post  was  not  re-filled.  On  the  I6th 
April  1970  Mr  D.K.  Pox  resigned.  However,  Mr  Whitehall  applied  for 
this  appointment  and  commenced  duty  on  the  10th  August  1970. 

It  became  apparent  by  mid-year  that  it  would  not  only  be 
impracticable  with  existing  Staff  for  the  Department  to  carry  the  vrork 
load  imposed  by  Part  III  of  the  Housing  Act  19^9  (vdiich  deals  with  the 
rent  of  dwellings  in  good  repair  and  provided  with  standard,  amenities) 
but  that  some  routine  duties  would  receive  but  scant  attention.  Your 
Council  therefore  appointed  a Teclmical  Assistant  to  help  with  housing 
duties  and  Mr  ¥.E,  Barnett  took  up  his  post  on  the  24th  August  1970. 

Part  II  of  the  Housing  Act  19^9  gives  pov/er  to  Local 
Authorities  to  declare  areas  of  predominantly  residential  character 
to  be  General  Improvement  Areas.  The  intention  of  the  provisions  of 
the  Act  is  to  secure  improvement  not  only  of , the  houses  but  also  the 
environment.  It  is  felt  that  owners  of  property  are  more  likely  to 
maintain  their  houses  after  improvement  if  the  useful  life  of  an  area 
is  extended  for  many  years. 

Your  Council  will  recall  that  five  years  ago  the  Southern 
part  of  Netherfield,  namely  the  area  beyond  the  Four  Gates  (excluding 
the  properties  then  owned  by  British  Railways),  was  declared  an 
Improvement  Area  under  Part  II  of  the  Housing  Act  1964>  thereby 
securing  compulsorily  the  provision  of  standard  amenities  in  a 
significant  number  of  the  houses. 
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Towards  the  end  of  the  year  a report  by  the  Department  was 
in  preparation  for  consideration  by  the  Health  and. Sanitary  Committee 
with  a view  to  the  area  previously  mentioned  being  declared  a General 
Improvement  Area  under  the  provisions  of  Part  II  of  the  Housing  Act 

1969. 


Steady  progress  was  made  in  the  field  of  smoke  control  and 
confirmation  of  the  Carlton  No.  6 Smoke  Control  Order  I969  was  received 
in  April  1970®.  It  will  become  operative  on  1st  July  1971® 

The  Council  made  a further  Order  on  the  23rd  December  1970? 
the  Carlton  No,  8 (Proposed)  Smoke  Control  Order  1970.  This  is  the 
first  of  several  proposed  Orders  planned  to  join  up  existing  areas  on 
the  Western  side  of  the  District  with  those  located  to  the  North  East. 

One  hundred  per  cent  meat  inspection  has  been  continued  and 
this  duty  is  carried  out  by  Mr  J.  Smith  the  Authorised  Meat  Inspector, 
who  is  assisted  as  occasion  warrants  by  one  of  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors. 

There  is  within  the  District  a poultry'"  dressing  station  and 
oversight  is  maintained  over  these  premises  by  several. visits  weekly. 

Other  duties  for  which  the  Department  is  responsible  are 
dealt  v/ith  under  separate  headings  in  the  body  of  the  report. 


COMPLAINTS  During  the  year  810  complaints  were  received,  all  of 
which  v;ere  promptly  investigated  and  dealt  with  as  occasion  demanded.

The  three  minor  accidents  related  to  injuries  to  ankle  or  shin  and 
there  was  no  apparent  failure  on  the  part  of  the  several  employers. 

In  the  case  of  the  fatal  accident  the  deceased  was  cru.shed  betv/een 
the. tail  board  of  a reversing  loriy  and  a store-room  wall.  There 
Yiexe  no  witnesses  and  no  explanation  of  cause  of  the  accident.  The 
verdict  at  the  inquest  was  "Death  caused  accidentally  by  a reversing 
loriy."

(b)  Domestic  Smoke 


The  Carlton  No.  6 (Proposed)  Smoke  Control  Crder  19^9  was  submitted 
to  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  early  in  the  year  and 
confirmation  was  received  in  April  197C. 

It  becomes  operative  on  the  1st  July  1971  instead  of  the  1st  November 
197c,  the  date  originally  programmed.  The  later  date  was  substituted 
because  the  Solid  Smokeless  Fuels  Federation  was  unable  to  guarantee  an 
adequacy  of  solid  fuels  and  requested  that  the  operation  of  the  Girder  be 
deferred  until  after  the  1st  April  197'1« 
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(b)  Domestic  Smoke  (Continued) 


On  the  23rd  Deceniber  1970  the  Council  made  the  Carlton  No.  8 
(Proposed)  Smoke  Control  Order  1970.  The  area  to  which  the  Order  relates 
is  71.43  acres  in  extent  and  is  bounded  by  Westdale  Lane,  Cavendish  Road 
and  the  North  YiTestern  sides  of  Belper  Avenue  and  Baslow  Avenue.

LTien  the  Order  becomes  operative  there  v^ill  be  4s'822  houses  subject 
to  smoke  control  which  is  32^  of  the  dwellings  in  the  area. 

The  situation  with  respect  to  solid  smokeless  fuels  at  the  end  of 
the  year  was  that  no  complaints  had  been  received  by  the  Department  from 
householders  of  any  difficulty  in  obtaining  supplies. 

Inquiries  made  of  the  Solid  Smokeless  Puels  Federation  in  connection 
with  the  Carlton  No.  8 (Proposed)  Smoke  Control  Crder  1970  in  June  revealed 
that  it  was  anticipated  that  the  position  would  be  stabilised  during  the 
Winter  of  1971/72  and  vrould  improve  steadily  from  then  on  and  that  all 
difficulties  should  be  eliminated  before  the  Winter  of  1972/73» 

( c ) Industrial  Smoke 

As  has  been  the  case  for  several  years  no  real  problem  has  been 
encountered  from  industrial  smoke. 

Cne  contravention  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  I968,  Section  1,  occurred 
(dark  smoke  from  industrial  or  trade  premises  otherwise  than  from  a 
chimney)  and  a warning  was  given. 

Two  notifications  of  proposal  to  instal  furnaces  and  applications 
for  prior  approval  under  Section  3 of  the  Clean  Air  Act  I968,  were 
received  both  of  v/hich  were  so  approved.

\7hilst  it  has  heen  necessaiy  from  time  to  time  to  remove  litter 
‘deposited  on  the  roadside  verges  in  Arnold  Lane  the  problem  of  the 
dumping  of  litter  has  been  of  less  significance  than  for  several  years 
previously. 

The  number  of  derelict  vehicles  was  7 as  compared  with  15  in  1969* 
One  was  removed  on  behalf  of  the  Council  by  a Yfaste  Metal  Merchant  after 
action  under  the  Removal  and  Disposal  of  Vehicles  Regulations  19^8,  as 
also  were  two  non  runners  at  the  request  of  the  owners. 

The  remaining  4 v;ere  removed  by  the  owners  after  informal  action 
by  the  Department. 

The  removal  did  not  involve  the  Council  in  any  cost, 

NOISE  ABATE1?.1EITT  ACT  I960 


Pour  complaints  of  alleged  noise  nuisances  v/ere  received  during 
the  year. 

Two  of  the  cases  had  been  dealt  with  by  the  Department  on  previous 
occasions  and  remedial  action  had  been  taken. 

The  first  related  to  amplified  music  from  a Social  Club,  Numerous 
visits  v/ere  made  by  the  Staff  of  the  Department  and  the  Police.  The 
occasions  on  v/hich  music  was  played  were  found  to  be  much  less-.  . It 
was  not  considered  that  the  noise  constitued  a statutory  nuisance  and 
sound  meter  readings  confirmed  this  view. 

In  the  second  case  (referred  to  in  last  years  report)  further 
observations  and  sound  meter  readings  were  taken  at  various  times 
during  day  and  night  and  it  was  considered  no  formal  action  could  be 
justified.  I would  add  that  the  firm  has  always  been  co-operative 
and  willingly  participated  in  site  meetings  between  the  complainants 
and  the  Staff  of  the  Department.  The  noise  originated  from  the  steam 
revising  plant  of  a nearby  factory,  but  it  is  hoped  that  the  problem 
will  be  completely  resolved  when  a new  boiler  house  is  constructed  and 
new  boilers  installed  during  1971o 

The  third  case  related  to  an  alleged  noise  nuisance  which  prior  to 
the  Department  being  called  in  had  received  the  attention  of  several 
statutory  undertakings  and  others.  Despite  visits  in  the  daytime  and 
during  the  night  no  noise  was  ever  heard.

NOISE  AMTMIilNT  ACT  I96O  (Continued) 


In  the  last  instance  complaint  was  made  v/ith  respect  to  the  firm 
T^hich  operates  and  maintains  specialised  types  of  I'.Gtor  vehicles,  some 
of  the  maintenance  being  carried  out  at  night.  Visits  v/ere  made  but 
no  evidence  of  the  alleged  nuisance  was  found  and  the  complainant  v/as 
advised  of  the  action  which  he  could  take  under  the  Noise  Abatement  Act. 

The  firm  concerned  is  locc.ted  on  an  Industrial  Estate  but  the 
premises  are  in  fairly  close  proximity  to  houses.  If  premises  from 
which  noise  is  likely  to  arise  were  sited  v/ell  av/ay  from  dv^ellings,  a 
more  peaceful  environment  would  be  assured.
